Claims 1-20 and 22-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In view of 
the IDS submitted 4/7/08, the prior art references fail to disclose the method for 
conveyance of fine-grained solids in a fluidized bed reactor, namely introducing 
gas through a gas supply tube extending from below and being partly surrounded 
by a stationary annular fluidized bed wherein solids entrained in the gas out of 
the reactor are conveyed by adjusting gas velocities of both the gas through the 
supply tube and the stationary annular fluidized bed such that the designated 
Froude numbers are met. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
